Statement About Conference. 

The offer was

“Following the recent correspond- 
ence between the director general 
of railroads and the chairman of 
the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives, a conference was held today 
between the director general and a 
committee of railway executives for 
the purpose of considering the re- 
quest of the executives that the di- 
rector general reconsider his deci- 
sion not to make a general read- 
justment of rates during federal 
control. The director genera, hav- 
ing after discussion, announced 
that he felt obliged to adhere to 
the conclusion he had _ already 
reached, and reiterated his offer to 
place at the disposal of the railroad 
companies all the information in 
the possession of the railroad ad- 
ministration bearing on the subject, 
and to provide the aid of the traffic 
experts employed by the railroad 
administration in studying’ the 
problem:and bringing it to a con- 
clusion. 

“It was thereupon resolved that 
the above mentioned offer of the 
director general be accepted and 
immediate steps be taken by the 
railroad companies, with such aid, 
to ascertain the pertinent facts and 
prepare their proposals for a read- 
justment of rates in such way and 
to such extent as will establish a 
proper relationship between the ex- 
penses and revenues of the railroad 
companies, in order that their fi- 
nancial needs may be adequately 
provided for and they be putina 
position to perform efficiently their 
transportation duties after their 
properties are returned to them.” 

Growing Deficit Each Month. 

There was no indication how 
much of an advance the railroad 
men thought necessary to enable 
them to operate without a deficit. 
indeed, it is considered likely that 
nobody now knows how far apart 
normal incR®me and expenses are 
under the penents ates. In an- 
nouncing a’ growing deficit month 
after month, Director General Hines 
has made it clear that while in- 
creased pay rolls and the higher 
prices of all materials and supplies 
had much to do with the failure to 
make expenses, the abnormal fall- 
ing off in Business was also a 
prominent factor. The last two 
months have seen business picking 
up to such an extent that the de- 
ficit is being cut down 

The railroad officials, therefore, 
will have to figure on many things 
tn asking the commission to give 
them higher rates. The amount 
most often heard in discussing an 
increase has been 25 per cent, per- 
haps due to the fact that the last 
increase, initiated by Director Gen- 
eral McAdoo, was of that amount. 
Operating expenses have increased 
about 95 per cent, and the deficit 
incurred by the government in the 
first eight months of this year was 
approximately $290,000,000. The 
substantial gap between income and 
expenses may be widened still fur- 
ther by the pending demands for 
more money made by virtually all 
the railroad unions.

PUBLIC GROUP CALLED 
INTO NEW CONFERENCE 


But Gompers Says It Will 
Be Useless Unless Labor 
Is Conceded Right to 
Organize—Statement Is 
Issued by Group of Em- 
ployers. 


Washington, October 23.—OQOut of 
the national industrial conference, 
which began its sessions here thir- 
teen days ago with representatives 
of labor, employers andthe public in 
attendance there remained tonight 
only the delegates appointed by 
president Wilson to act for the 
public. 

Meeting today after the with- 
drawal late yesterday of the labor 
delegates, the employer and public 
groups heard, through Secrétary 
Lane, the conference chairman, a 
message from President Wilson, re- 
questing the public delegates to 
carry on the work for which the 
body was called—the establishment 
of a new relationship between cap- 
ital and labor. 

Chairman Lane, after laying the 
president’s wishes before the two 
groups, declared the conference ad- 
journed. The employers’ § repre- 
sentatives, after issuing a state- 
ment in which they pointed out 
three distinct gains from the con- 
troversy overcollective bargaining, 
dissolved as a group and dispersed 
to their homes. 

The course which the public dele- 
gates will pursue was far from clear 
tonight. After spending more than 
four hours in executive session, the 
major portion of the time being de- 
voted to discussion of various in- 
terpretations of Mr. Wilson’s ‘mes- 
sage, the public conferees were not 
in agreement as to the president’s 
intentions and were still undecided 
whether they should merely make 
recommend&tions as to the organi- 
zation of a new conference, or 
should undertake the mission of the 
original body. 

May Formulate New Program. 

In official circles it was said that 
the latter course was the one that 
the president hadin mind and hope 
Was expressed that the public dele- 
gates, which, in reality, in them- 
selves represent all three groups, 
would be able to formulate a pro- 
gram acceptable to both capital and 
labor. ; 

Secretary Lane told conferees that 
the president would nominate fur- 
ther representatives should that ac- 
tion be deemed advisable, and sug- 
gested that industrial experts be 
called in case the group decided to 
make extended 
fore formulating a report. 

Some of the public a ited main- 
ttained that their duty was only to 
report what had been done up to the 
time labor withdrew, and then await 
the further pleasure of the presi- 
dent, while others insisted that they 
were called upon to proceed with 
the program outlined in the origi- 
nal call. Conferees who were will- 
ing tocontinue as a new conference 
objected to being considered as the 
“left-overs” from the wreckage of 
the old groups. As the debate 
waxed acrimonious and the mem- 
bers showed the signs of nervous 
strain which they have undergone 
since October 6, an attempt was 
made to obtain a recess of two 
weeks, but the motion was defeated 
by a close vote and instead, it was 
decided to meet again tomorrow 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 

To Prepare Recommendation.

(PPOSED BY GROWERS 


Washington, October 23.—Con- 
tinuation of the present ‘policy rf 
governmental control over sugar 
was opposed in a statement issued 
late today by a committee of Loui- 
Slana sugar producers, which has 
been here conferring together with 
the Louisiana senators. Senators 
Ransdell and Gay, with members of 
the sugar equalization board, and 
Chairman McNary, of the special 
Sugar committee. 

“Now that the war is over,” the 
Statement said, “we are unalterably 
opposed to a continuation of thea 
control of prices and the licensins 
svstem, and we believe that the un- 
trammeled operation of the law of 
supply and demand should no lonzg- 
er be interfered with. Louisiana 
refuses to be put in the attitude oi 
assuming the responsibility for 
either the scarcity or the high price 
of sugar for the approaching year, 
but we cannot agree that the price 
of sugar be placed at such a figure 
as will mean ruin and disaster to 
the sugar producers of our state. 

“In a spirit of fairness, and with 
the view of so adjusting prices and 
the marketing of the Louisiana 
crop, we have met and conferred 
with members of the sugar equali- 
zation board who freely admit that 
the Louisiana producers must. sell! 
their product at a very much _ in- 
creased price over last vear in or- 
der to aveit disaster, but take the 
position that without additional leg- 
islation they do not see their way 
clear to purchase the Cuban crop.
